Jail term for 
drug dealer 

A MAN caught hiding a haul of class 
A drugs in his sock has been jailed for 
nearly six years. 

Courtney Valentine-Brown was 
stopped in Anerley Road, Westcliff, 
on May 18 last year at 6.10pm after 
fleeing from police. 

PC Luke Gamman and PC Michael 
Brimfield, who are part of the 
Southend Tactical Team, had tried to 
stop him after becoming suspicious 
that he was dealing drugs. 

Valentine-Brown tried to escape on 
a bicycle but was arrested and taken 
to Southend police station. 

In custody Valentine-Brown handed 
over a small bag of herbal cannabis 
but became “agitated and aggressive” 
while being searched. 

During a full search officers removed 
Valentine-Brown’s sock, where he was 
found to be concealing 17 wraps of 
class A drugs - eight of heroin and nine 
of crack cocaine. 

Valentine-Brown, 32, of Oakleigh 
Avenue, Southend, was charged with 
two counts of possession of a class A 
drug with intent to supply and posses¬ 
sion of a class B drug. 

He admitted the offences at Southend 
Crown Court and was sentenced to a 
total of five years and eight months in 
prison on Thursday, July 14. 

Following the sentence, investigat¬ 
ing officer PC Gamman said; 
“Valentine-Brown was found to be 
concealing a significant amount of 
class A drugs when he was searched 
in Southend custody. The court was 
satisfied he intended to peddle these 
drugs on the streets of Southend. 

“The harm that these illegal sub¬ 
stances cause to our community can¬ 
not be underestimated and therefore 
where we are made aware of those 
involved in the illegal drugs trade we 
will deal with them robustly.”

SOUTHEND Council is bulldoz¬ 
ing old garages to make way for 
its first new houses in decades. 

The authority plans to provide 
18 “affordable” homes on six 
redundant sites. 

The £2.8million phased project, 
due to be completed by spring 
2017, was given planning permis¬ 
sion last year. 

On Tuesday, councillors went to 
see how the first part of the 
scheme in Exeter Way, 
Shoeburyness, where two three 
bedroom homes and one two bed¬ 
room home are being built, is pro¬ 
gressing. 

The other sites are in Bulwark 
Road and Ashanti Close also 


located in Shoeburyness. 

Mark Flewitt, executive council¬ 
lor for housing, said: “I am 
delighted that this project is pro¬ 
ceeding so well. Addressing hous¬ 
ing need is well-documented 
across the country and in 
Southend it is greater than ever. 

“The construction of 18 high 
quality homes for affordable rent 
is a substantial number that will 
make a real difference to local 
people, and shows the innovative 
nature of this council. 

“This is the first time in decades 
that a project like this has been 
undertaken and I hope it will pave 
the way for further ambitious 
council housing schemes.” 

Builders DCB (Kent) Ltd start¬ 
ed work on the site in March with 
the garage demolitions. 


The homes are being built to 
Lifetime Homes, Secured by 
Design and the Code for 
Sustainable Homes Level 4 
Standards with two of the ground 
floor flats in Ashanti Close being 
designed and built for use by dis¬ 
abled tenants 

All the houses will all have off- 
street parking for two vehicles. 

The parking adjacent to the new 
houses has been redesigned to 
improve parking provision for the 
surrounding residents and the area 
in front of the new Ashanti flats 
has been redesigned to provide 
additional parking for residents. 

Eight three bedroom houses and 
five two bedroom flats are 
planned for Ashanti Close and two 
three bedroom homes for Bulwark 
Road.

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Prostate cancer 
trial could cut 
hospital visits 

Patients look set to benefit from more efficient treatment

CANCER patients at Southend 
Hospital couid see their visits cut by 
75 percent after it announced a trial to 
bring in more effective treatment. 

The trial for patients undergoing 
treatment for prostate cancer is due to 
start soon. 

Patients currently receive 38 individ¬ 
ual deliveries of a dose called “frac¬ 
tions” over seven to eight weeks. 

The number of deliveries is already 
set to be reduced to 20, but due to the 


new trial, called PACE (Prostate 
Advances in Comparative Evidence), 
it could be cut down to just five. 

James Green, head of radiotherapy, 
said: “Thirty-eight doses is a lot and it 
has already been shown 20 fractions 
can give patients similar effect with no 
worse side-effects. 

“The encouragement is that we can 
now deliver it in a shorter period of 
time, which we will be adopting.” 

Research has found that the type of 
tumour cells found in the prostate tend 
to benefit from fewer, bigger doses of 
radiation. 


The department will use a technique 
called stereotactic ablative body radio¬ 
therapy (SABR) for some early stage 
patients, to allow them to achieve this 
reduction to just five visits. 

Mr Green added: “Prostate cancer is 
being detected in younger and active 
men, and men who have jobs. 

“It isn’t just the elderly. Having 38 
visits is socially difficult to deal with, 
so for five fractions it is much more 
acceptable for patients, both in time 
and psychologically. 

“As a state-of the-art department we 
pride ourselves in being able to offer

patients the full range of treatments, 
making sure local patients can access 
the latest treatment techniques.” 

Each of the five fractions will be 
longer and more complicated to give, 
but will end up being a huge benefit to 
patients. 

The hospital hopes to begin the trial 



at the end of August and the treatment 
will be delivered by two Versa HD 
linac machines. 


Inflatable display gets to the bottom of serious bowel and gut disease 



A GIANT inflatable colon was 
used to help adults with learn¬ 
ing difficulties recognise the 
signs and symptoms of bowel 
cancer and other diseases of the 
large intestine. 

The demonstration was part 
of a public health and wellbe¬ 
ing event. 

More than 200 visitors 
walked through the 7x4m repli¬ 
ca of the human colon on 
Saturday, giving each of them a 
closer look at conditions such 
as polyps (growths) and 
Crohn’s disease. 

Sarah Haines, Southend 
Hospital’s specialist nurse for 
learning disability, said: 
“Constipation and bowel prob¬ 
lems are a real big issue for 
people with learning disability 
and can make people extremely 


ill. It isn’t a subject that people 
easily feel they can talk about, 
so we wanted to focus on 
something fun to help improve 
awareness of bowel care. 


“The inflatable bowel really 
helped to bring the issue to life 
and visualised just what is 
going on in the tummy to pro¬ 
mote conversation, debate and 


give people the confidence to 
talk about it with a fun yet edu¬ 
cational introduction.” 

Around 300 people attended 
The Big Health Day at 


Southend Leisure and Tennis 
Centre, Garon Park. 

The event was organised by 
Project 49, a community-based 


resource run by Southend 
Borough Council and South 
Essex Partnership University 
NHS Foundation Trust.

THE SOUTHEND lifeboat 
crew have issued a safety 
warning after being called 
out five times last weekend 
to rescue people from 
incoming tides. 

On Saturday the search 
and rescue hovercraft was 
launched to help a family 
cut off by the incoming 
tide near to The Mulberry 
Harbour. 

It was launched again on 
Sunday evening at 7.30pm, 
initially to look for two 
missing children at Thorpe 
Bay, who were found safe 
and well shortly after. 

The crew was then called 
to three people in danger 
of being cut off by the 
flooding tide, to the east of 
The Mulberry Harbour, 
around a mile from shore. 

Later, it was sent to two

people in the water, just 
east of Southend pier, in 
danger of being cut off and 
struggling to get back to

Next the hovercraft went 
to assist a man west of the 
pier, waist deep in water. 


suffering cuts to his feet, 
having difficulty getting 
ashore and in danger from 
the flooding tide. 

John Foster, volunteer 
lifeboat operations manag¬ 
er said “It is great to see so 
many people making the 
best of the long awaited 
sunshine and the lovely 
beaches here. 

“But we ask them to be 
more vigilant - to check 
local tides and weather 
conditions, and wear suit¬ 
able footwear on the mud. 

“We ask parents, too, to 
make sure they know 
where their children are at 
all times. 

“School summer holi¬ 
days are approaching and 
we want everybody to stay 
safe while enjoying the 
water.”

Now a 20-year-old woman from 
Southend, was arrested on July 12 on sus¬ 
picion of attempted murder and affray. 
She has been released on bail until Sep¬ 
tember 21.

ESSEX Police has pledged a zero-tolerance 
crackdown on time wasters who call 999. 

The force said it received up to 400 inappropri¬ 
ate or hoax calls every month, which “could 
cause serious harm or death if they prevent us 
from hearing about real-life emergencies”. 

Chief Inspector Glen Pavelin, in charge of the 
force’s control room, said: “It’s not clever, it’s not 
funny and it could well end up with you being 
arrested, fined and imprisoned.” 

As part of the More Time To Fight Crime cam¬ 
paign, the force has released audio recordings of 
inappropriate and abusive calls put through to its 
emergency control room. 

They include a man who dialled 999 because 
there was a rat in his house and another who tele¬ 
phoned to swear at police officers. 

Essex Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh said 
one resident had called to report an “offensive 
builder’s bum”. 

Mr Pavelin said: “We take a zero-tolerance 
approach to hoax calls because they stop people 
who really need us from getting through. 

“But we also want people to understand what is

and isn’t a police matter. We take hundreds of 
calls every month on issues like noise nuisance 
or parking problems, which can and should be 
resolved by local partners like councils. 

“We will always try and help but, especially at 
summertime, our resources can be stretched. 

“Knowing how to do things like report non¬ 
emergency crime online will give us more time 
to fight crime.” 

Mr Kavanagh said the force experienced a 
spike in demand in the summer, including a rise 
in incidents such as reports of missing people. 

He said: “I have made sure extra resources are 
available to help keep Essex safe this summer, 
but I need the public to help. 

“We get calls for everything from an ‘offensive

We can’t 
afford to stay 
nuclear 

THERE is to be a Commons 
vote on July 18 to replace the 
current four Vanguard sub¬ 
marines. 

Each sub carries eight 
American Trident ballistic 
missiles armed with up to 40 
British nuclear warheads. Each 
warhead is around eight times 
more destructive than the 
Hiroshima bomb which killed 
140,000 civilians. 

By the 2030s when the new 
subs enter service, advances in 
sonar technology may well 
have made them obsolete. 

Trident replacement includ¬ 
ing construction, maintenance 
and decommissioning, is esti¬ 
mated to cost £205 billion. 

How can this huge expense 
be justified when the govern¬ 
ment’s own advisors have 
identified climate change, 
cyber-attack, terrorism and 
energy shortages as the main 


threats to our security? 

The money saved by not 
replacing Trident could be used 
for massive investment in 
renewable energy, marine 
industries, aerospace technolo¬ 
gy and nuclear decommission¬ 
ing. The jobs created would 
help fund our hard-pressed 
NHS and essential community 
services. 

Nuclear weapons are the 
only weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion not yet explicitly prohibit¬ 
ed under international law. At 
the United Nations General 
Assembly on 7/12/2015, 139 
of 168 nations voted to adopt 
the Humanitarian Pledge to 
prohibit and eliminate nuclear 
weapons. The UK voted 
against adoption. 

We can afford to be a wel¬ 
fare state but financially, legal¬ 
ly and morally we can no 
longer afford to be a nuclear 
weapons state.

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Captain’s slog in new mission 



STAR TREK BEYOND 
(12A, 122 mins) 


D edicated to Anton Yelchin, 
who died in a freak accident 
in June, and the late 
Leonard Nimoy, the third instal¬ 
ment of the rebooted Star Trek is a 
familiar conflation of past and 
future present that fails to set its 
phasers to stun. 

JJ Abrams vacated the director’s 
chair to make Star Wars: The 
Force Awakens, so Justin Lin, who 
helmed four turbo-charged entries 
of The Fast and The Furious fran¬ 
chise, steps into the fray. 

He orchestrates action set 
pieces with confidence although 
some of the interstellar skirmishes 
are reduced to a dizzying blur by 
gyroscopic camerawork and over¬ 
ly enthusiastic editing. 

In 3D and IMAX, the giddy whirl 
will be even more disorienting. 

Scriptwriters Simon Pegg and 
Doug Jung stoke up the comedic 
ante with a slew of wry one-liners 
and they complement one out¬ 
landish set piece with a deafening 
blast of the Beastie Boys’ 1994 
hip-hop anthem. Sabotage. 

“Is that classical music?” quips 
chief medical officer Dr Leonard 
McCoy (Karl Urban) over the 
cacophony. 

Refreshingly, Sulu’s sexuality is 
addressed without politically cor¬ 
rect fanfare, propelling the adven¬ 
tures of Captain James T Kirk and 
his embattled crew into a 21st 
century, which believes that 
strength comes from cultural unity. 


The crew of the Enterprise are 
three years into their five-year mis¬ 
sion to boldly go where the cult 
1960s TV show went before, with¬ 
out the benefit of expensive digital 
effects. 

Kirk (Chris Pine) is considering 
relinquishing the bridge because 
“things have started to feel a lit¬ 
tle... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from the 
rest of the crew including science 
officer Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 


Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov 
(Yelchin), chief engineer 
Montgomery Scott (Simon Pegg) 
and helmsman Sulu (John Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation 
starbase under the control of 
Commodore Paris (Shohreh 
Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a dis¬ 
tress call to help recover her ship, 
which has crash-landed on a plan¬ 
et in a distant nebula. 

Kirk and the team respond and 
subsequently come under attack 


from an otherworldly despot 
called Krall (Idris Elba) and his 
swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew forges 
an alliance with feisty alien warrior 
Jaylah (Sofia Boutella), Kirk holds 
firm to his moral compass, defi¬ 
antly informing Krall that it’s “bet¬ 
ter to die saving lives than to live 
taking them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the 
curse of misfiring odd-numbered 
films in the series, but the flaws 
are obvious. 


Pine, Quinto and co are solid in 
roles that lack dramatic meat and 
don’t progress the characters over 
two hours, and a flimsy, contrived 
plot resolves potential conflict with 
minimum blood, sweat and tears. 

Throughout, the script affirms the 
need for the multi-species crew to 
stick together in times of adversity. 

At least the utopian vision of 
original series creator Gene 
Roddenberry is in rude health.

Auction House declares ‘business as 
usual’, despite Brexit uncertainty 

The UK’s largest residential property auctioneer Auction House - which has a branch in 
Essex - says that uncertainty surrounding the EU referendum had very little impact on sales, 
and is reporting a performance level close to last year. 

The group’s June figures were similar to those in 2015, with 252 lots sold (only 8 fewer than 
last year) but at a noticeably better success rate of 81 % (a 4% increase on last year’s result). 
The statistics for the first six months of 2016 indicate a rise across the board compared to 
the same period last year, with 1,513 lots sold out of 1,959 lots offered (a success rate of 
77.2%), raising a total of £208.6m. 

Commenting on the data. Director- Andrew Stallard said: “Despite economic uncertainties 
brought about by the forthcoming referendum vote, the June auction market was ‘business 
as usual’ in most areas. In fact, a total of five of our sales that month reported a 100% 
success rate. We are a results-based business and our level of performance continues to 
impress. 

“Our key strength lies in affordable volume stock in the regions, where people tend to buy 
for a purpose rather than a profit. So we predict that these areas will be least affected by 
any fall-out from Brexit that may follow.” 

Andrew accepted that challenging times lay ahead, but suggested that any negative impact 
could be short-lived, provided that availability of mortgages remains and interest rates stay 
stable. 

He explained: “Auction House entries for July are steady, with the total projected to be only 
5% down on last year. We are now trading in a climate of opportunity and I expect the 
repercussions of Brexit to be quickly accommodated. 

“No doubt there are uncertainties on the horizon, which means that we will witness a period 
of reflection. Top end residential and high ticket commercial lots are likely to be hit hardest, 
with London set to find conditions the most challenging of all. 

“Nevertheless, in the auction sector, any rebalancing tends to happen rather quickly - so we 
would expect Auction House numbers to regain their previous level by the Autumn.”

Peugeot’s new fun-packed 2008 



By Peter Hayward 


IT’S rare that I drive a new model that so 
surpasses the one it replaces that it 
seems in another league. 

But the new Peugeot 2008 with its 
stronger, more purposeful look and huge 
range of plus points, is just such a beast. 

I would not have believed that the 
1.2-litre turbo petrol I drove could deliver 
such performance along with excellent 
economy. 

The three-cylinder turbo is available with 
llObhp, but this one had the more pow¬ 
erful ISObhp version and it’s a gem. 

There are also two versions of the 
improved 1.6 diesel in the range but, if 
you enjoy your driving, the petrol is the 
one. 

I said when I first drove a car with this 
little power unit that it would be marvel¬ 
lous in a smaller body and it most certain¬ 
ly is. 

It’s delightfully smooth and wonderfully 
tuneful, revving sweetly whenever need¬ 
ed. 

But it will also pull happily from low revs 
in fifth and sixth gears and deliver real 
acceleration remarkable quickly. 

The combination makes it a joy to use 
and, in this car, absolutely superb. 

There’s always enough power for over¬ 
taking or pressing on and I just couldn’t 


get enough of it. 

The new model is wider, longer and 
taller than the 208 it’s based on, with a 
raised ride height giving excellent ground 
clearance. 

It’s not a proper off-roader because 
drive is only to the front wheels, but it can 
be had with Peugeot’s Grip Control sys¬ 
tem, which helps give best traction in 
snow, mud or on grass. In that it’s the 


same as many crossovers like the Nissan 
Qashqai and Mazda CX-3, except that 
those two-wheel-drive versions don’t 
have such electronic help. 

The high stance of the Peugeot 2008 
helps give a comfortable ride on the road, 
soaking up everything at slow speeds and 
also out on rougher open roads. 

But it’s also good through the corners, 
with fine balance, excellent grip and not 


much roll. Peugeot has listened to owners 
and changed the dials so that they now 
both sweep clockwise instead of one 
going anti-clockwise - always a strange 
idea. 

The high driving position is comfortable 
and gives a great view all round, rear 
legroom is very good and the boot is 
huge. 

The GT-Line I drove comes with parking 
sensors, reversing camera, sat nav, alarm, 
drilled metal-look pedals, remote locking, 
climate, sun roof, leather and cloth seats 
with red stitching, leather covered steer¬ 
ing wheel and sombre-looking black 
alloys. 

Overall, the new 2008 is hugely impres¬ 
sive - a cracking car.

SOUTHEND UNITED manager Phil Brown 
believes Sam Allardyce is the right man to 
restore the nation’s pride following England’s 
dismal showing at the European 
Championships in France. 

Brown, who worked under Allardyce at both 
Blackpool and Bolton Wanderers, is confident 
the former West Ham United boss ticks all the 
relevant boxes. 

“I think it’s his for the taking,” he told Yellow 
Sport. 

“If an Englishman is the criteria, which I 
believe it should be, then Sam is the main man 
for the England job. If he does get the job, I 
th ink he’ll be the right man to arrest the situa¬ 
tion that we are in at this moment in time. 

“We have lost our identity, our passion, our 
ability to play against weaker and stronger 
opposition. All of that was quite evident in the 
Euros. 


“It’s time for a strong character, and you can’t 
get a stronger character than Sam Allardyce.” 

And the Blues boss thinks Allardyce could 
have been handed the job far earlier, saying: 
“As far as I’m concerned he was the prime can¬ 
didate in 2005, when Steve McClaren got it. 

“Sam had his head turned away from Bolton 
and went to Newcastle, which was big time in 
comparison. That put his England credentials 
on the line. 

“That was a bit of a failing from a personal 
perspective because he was sacked after eight 
months. But if you look back at it, and look at 
Newcastle’s plight after Sam was sacked, then 
as far as I’m concerned there was only one 
loser, and that was Newcastle United.” 

Brown added: “He’s been at Blackburn, 
Bolton and Newcastle, clubs that he’s left with 
a legacy.

“If you analyse that with his West Ham per¬ 
formance, he is probably the most experienced 
manager in English football at Premier League 
standard.”
